TO MY MANY FRIENDS 


There is an ancient superstition that swans sing before they die, but no one 
has ever heard one of these birds sing. And at least one poet has opined that 
it were no bad thing if some swans should die before they sing. This is no 
swan song. Neither is it a farewell speech. 

For forty-five years I have met pupils of this school in my classes and 
tried to help them to learn many things that are useful in the business of 
living. I realize that I have often gone outside the text and the subject at 
hand. I have never hesitated to talk about matters that seemed to me impor- 
tant as related to general education. 

It is pleasant to think of courtesies extended freely and often, of consid- 
eration granted constantly, of friendly smiles day by day. These things have 
been given out of kindness and self respect, for my associates are men and 
women of humane culture. But they do not wish me to thank them in a 
formal way. Neither do I need to thank the school committee for numerous 
salary checks promptly cashed and duly appreciated. I believe I have earned 
them. 

Once in a while a curious question arises in the back of my mind. It is 
a question that quickly fades out. Have I been a good teacher? Some of my 
pupils, past and present, will answer this in the affirmative, perhaps with 
mental reservations. Others may answer it in the negative, with hesitation. 
Possibly I have not been a teacher at all, in the strict sense of the term. Perhaps 
I have been more of a guide, or friend. 

What have I learned, myself? O, many things, as we all do. I have 
learned that the most precious possession a man can acquire is a little child. 
1 have learned that one must have an interest for leisure hours. I have found 
beauty an anodyne and an inspiration. In the evening sky, in the flower of 
the field, in music, in art, in the heart of a friend, as Longfellow said, it is all 
about us. I wish I had gathered more of it. 

What have I missed in life? O, many things, as we all must. Sometimes, 
ambitions unfulfilled cause me keen regret. But I value the privilege of spend- 
ing many years with young people and teachers whose very presence is an 
inspiration. Life is filled with unrealized hopes balanced by compensations. 

Philosophy ? Young people do not need it, and much of it is not good for 
men and women moving toward three score years and ten. I do not demand 
an explanation of the beginning or the end of things. Indeed, I have a hearty 
doubt about the existence of such limitations. Except ye become as a little child, 
ye cannot enter.
